From the London Papérs, Dec. 24. 

Venice, Nov. 12. Copies of the correfpondence between 
the Bey of Tanis and Chevalier Emo are circulated here; at 
the clofe of which a fafpenfion of arms was agreed to. ‘The 
letter of the Bey to our General is conceived in the following 
terms, viz. ; rf 

*« When you came fome years ago to bring to me the pre- 


fents of the Republic, you announced yourfelf as my friend ;. 


however, I have fince experienced that I have not a greater 
enemy than you, for no perfon has done me fo much ill. If 
you have riot deceived me, and are willing to thew yourfelf 
really my friend, remove your fquadron, and remain only with 
your own fhip, and we will treat together of peace.” 

The, Chevalier Emo anfwered him, that he was ready to 
convince him of the truth of the fentiments which he had at 
fitft exprefled, by fufpending hoftilities ; but that the Repu- 
blic having ‘ordered him to make war, not peace, he mutt 
write to the Senate to obtain permiflion to treat of the latter ; 
thar in the mean time he would enter into a truce with him 
for 40 days, during which time he thould receive ordérs from 
the Senate ; that he might prepare his propofitions ; but he 
exhorte | him not to do any thing incompatible with the dig- 
nity of the Senate. . 

The General, in difpatching to the Senate the Bey’s letter 
and his anfwer, and requefting their orders, obferved in one 
of his private difpatches, that if he received an order to conti- 
nue hottilities, he propofed to return to Sfax, and that he had 
taken fuch meafures as wou'd enable him entirely to deltroy 
that town, after which he would go so Biferta to do frefh da- 
mages there ; as to the Gulph of ‘Tunis, his: difpofitions will 
permit him to ftay during the winter in that road. 

We are affured, that the Senate bath agreed, that the Gene- 
ral fhall have a power to make peace or continue the war till 
he obtains the moft favourable conditions.

The Baron de 
Reifchach refames his ftation at the Hague as Envoy Extra- 
ordinary from the Coart of Vienna ; and the Baron de Haef- 
ten goes to Vienna from the States, and the Baron de Hop to 
Brufiels in the fame capacity. 

Letters frém Lifbon, dated December 9.-mention, that the 
Court had been very much alarmed at the commercial regula- 
tion carrying on between ‘France and Great Britain ; and that 
the confequences of fuch a meafure taking place, as the relax- 
ation of the duties on French wines on the part of England, 
and the impofts on Britith hardware on that of France, would 
in all probability caufe a total prohibition of Britith manufac- 
tures in the whole kingdom of Portugal. 

It is now generally believed, that the Ealt-Indies‘will be the 
theatre of the hext maritime war, in which this country will 
be engaged ; and conféquently that it will be the moft ruinous 
in point of expence, on account of the immenfe diftance, that 
Britain, was ever curfed with. The Dutch are fo well aware 
that the bulk of our marine force will! be employed in that 

waster, that ‘they are already taking every poffible precaution 
foe putting their poflefhons in that. part of the world in a good 

{ture of defence. For this purpofe they have concluded a 
ubfidiary treaty with the Khingrave of Salm, by which that 
Prince has agreed to furnifh no lefs a body of his troops than 
fix thoufaad, to be fent to the Cape of Good Hope, Ceylon, 
and Batavia, for the defence of thofe poffeffions. 

Wedaefday Captain Williamfon, of the Ganges Eaft-India- 
man ; Captain Gregory, of the Manthip; and Captain Pierce, 
of che Halfewell, having completed their ladings at Gravefend, 
rook leave of the Court of Directors to proceed on their re- 
fpective voyages. 

We are credibly informed, that a few days fince there lay-at 
Fielveotfluys, two Dutch frigates under failing orders for the 
Katt Indies. On board one of them, named the Ceres, was 
70 Bnglith failors, and upwards of 40 on board the Scipio, 
who had been trepaaned by the crimps to enter into the Dutch 
fervice.—It is to be hoped they may be met in the Channel 
by fome of our cruizers, to prevent the lofs of fo many brave 
mien to this country, of which Government will do well to 
tae notice, as the account comes wel] authenticated.

"Ibe Commodore is expected to fail the middle 
of April, and after a thort €ruize ig te return to Copenhagen, 
from whence the "Piinee Royal of Denmark will be then ready 
to fail for England in the Prince Frederick, a new yacht built 
at Deptford atthe King’s own private expence, and by his 
Majelty prefented jo his intended fon-in-law, whom Commo- 
dore Gower i# to convoy fafe to England, for the purpofe of 
marrying the Prinefs Charlotte. 

There is not a-pwer in Europe that have made a more ra- 
pid progrefs in the ugmentation of their naval forces than the 
States-General of the United Provinces, who have in the courfe 
of four or five yeary increafed their navy with 15 fhips of the 

line, from 56 to 76'guns ; 26 large frigates, from 20 to 24 
guns; and 13 loops, from 10 to 18 guns; befides what are 
now laid down on the Rocks. . 

A Cémmodore, with two or three men of war, will be fent 
into the Baltick early in the {pring, as a fquadron of obferva- 
tion ; and it is even faid that Commodore Gower, who was 
lately in the Hebe frigate, of 36 guns, in her cruife to the 
North with Prince William Henry, will have the command, 
which is expedted to be of no {mall importance : commiflions 
are already fent to Denmark to provide for the victualling of 
thefe fhips. A fleet of obfervation has never been fent to that 
quarter heretofore, except when fome extraordinary commo- 
tions were expected, or at the defire of fome of the northern 
powers in alliance with Great Britain: which of thefe is now 
the caufe of the {quadron being ordered, or whether it is mere- 
ly a motion formed in the Britihh cabinet, is hard to guefs at 
prefent, though time may unravel it. 

We are affured, that the King of France has not only un- 
dertaken to mediate between.the Courts of Vienna and Berlin, 
but that conferences haye actually been opened on that head. 
There is, howevery,. litte hope that his Moft Chriftian Maje- 
fty will be able ro avert the ftorm which now threatens Ger- 
many, and perhaps all Europe. For there are two obftacles 
in the way of an -agrzement,*and which will probably render 
the pacific endeavours of the Court of France totally fruitlefs : 
The firft is, that the latver has called upon the Britt Cabinet 
to concur in the mediation, and therefore requires that our 
King thall take upon him the office of co-mediator. This is to 
require an ineonfiftency, at leaft, if not an impoflibility, on 
our part, as the King was the fécond perfonin Germany, who, 
in his capacity of Elector of Hanover, declared forthe Ger- 
man league. The fecord obftacle, and which is perhaps the 

reater of the two, is this, -That the King of Pruflia has ab- 
Sliceady declared, that all mediation will be nugatory and ufe- 
lefs, fo long as the Emperor fhall refufe to renounce every i- 
dea of an exchange of Bavaria, as well for the future as for the 
prefent. This’ is what the Emperor will fcarcely ever do, as 
he feems determined’to make himfelf mafter of Bavaria, coft 
what it will. Should ‘his:-Imperial Majetty, ss gratify 
the King of Pruflia on this head, ‘then the object of a media- 
tion would fall to the ground, as there would be no longer :- 
ny fubjeét of difference between the two monarchs. There s 
reafon, therefore, to believe, that the mediation of France wll 
either way prove ufelefs. 

They write from Paris, that both Houfes of Parliament 
met the 15th of this month, on the Cardinal’s bufinefs. ‘The 
refult of their deliberations was to iffue fix decreets againft the 
Cardinal, the Comte and Comteffe Calioftro, the Comte and 
Comteffe de la. Motte, and Baron Planta. Out of 57 votes, 
47 were for the decree. This fatal blow only ftunned the par- 
tilans of the Prelate, ‘whe has very few friends, but not one 
amdng his colleagues, by whom he is univerfally defpifed as a 
difgrace to the clerical habit, and as an odious example of ip- 
moralirw. _ Hic emineonewenereemed niuch affected,and repeat. 
edly exclaimed, ** Que les bomenes, font faux ! How deceitful 
are men !” 18 

We hear from Conftantinople, that fince the death of the 
third fon of the Grand Signior, his fecond has been attacked 
by the fmall-pox, the fame-fatal diforder which carried off his 
brother. The havock made by this difeafe is indeed fhocking, 
no lefs than one hundred thoufand having died of it fince 
September latt.
